ONE LESSON TAUGHT 
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By the Great Naval Battle Between the 
Japanese and Chinese. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—One valuable lesson 
which officials of the Navy Department think 
has deen taught by the great naval engage- 
ment between the Japanese and Chinese 
fleets at the mouth ofthe Yalu River is the 
absolute necessity of maintaing the navy 
yards,repair shops and store rooms in readi- 
ness for instant service. According to the 
‘cable reports both of the fleets engaged at 
Yalu sustained great damage. True the 
Chinese lost many vessels entirely, but 
they still had a formidable forse 
afioat, while scarcely a vessel 
of the Japanese fleet eseaped 
severe damage, mainly from the mur- 
derous fire of the machine guns. At the con- 
clusion of the fight each side withdrew to 
their nearest respective Gock yards for re- 
pairs. Upon the efficient equipment and 
management of these dock yards very much 
depends in just such a case as the present. 
Each fleet is well high Gisabied for further 
operations. 

If the Chinese yards, which are notoriously 
ill-equipped and mismanaged, are unable to 
complete the repair of their fleet in six 
weeks, which is about the time allowed here 
by naval experts, while the Japanese put 
their vessels in shape for service in two 
weeks, as they counton doing, they will be 
masters ofthe Yellow Sea and inflic 
enormous Gamage on China, troops 
from transports at the very door of Pekin, 
the Chinese capital, aad ravaging the coast. 
All of which demonstrates the great value of 
good dock yards. | 
Naturally this has turned the attention of 
naval oMieers to a consideration of ourown 
resources in that line, and there is seen to 
bea pressing need for a radical reform in 
the system at some points. A few of our 
yards are well equipped with modern plants 


for ship buliding and for extensive repairs; |

Col. Ingersoll Paints „ Living Pieture 
ef Brateal Brockway. 


New Yorx, Oct. 1.—Revelations made by 

the investigation of Supt. Brockway’s in- 
human methods of punishing refractory in- 
mates of the Elmira Reformatory has called 
out the following letter from Col. Robt. G. 
Ingersoll: 
In my jadgment no human deine 
was ever made better by being whipped 
orclabbed. Brockway, according to his 
own statement, is simply a savage. 
He belongs tothe dark ages. To put any 
man in his power icinitselfacrime. He is 
a believer in cruelty, an apostie of brutality. 
He beats and bruises fiesh to satisfy his 
conscience, his sense of duty. 


He wields the club himself because he 
enjoys the — ey heinfilcts. When a poor 
wretch, having received the limit of endur- 
ance, submits or becomes unconscious, he is 
regarded as reformed, During the remainder 
of his term he trembles and obeys, but he is 
not reformed, In his heartis the fame of 
hatred and be returns to society a far worse 
man than when he entered the son. 
BroCGkway should be removed or locked 
up and tue Eimira Reformatory skould be 
superistended by some civiliz man, with 
brain enough to know and heart enough to 
feel. I do not delle ve that one 
brute by whipping the dean of 
another can reform him. The iash will 
neither develop the brain nor cultivate the 
heart. There should be no bDruising, no 
scarring of the body in families, in schools, 
in reformatories or prisons. A civilized man 
does not believe in this barbarity. Criminals 
have been flogged, tortured in a thousand 
ways, and the only effect was to harden and 
Gegrade society and increase the number of 
crimes. In the army and navy soldiers and 
sailors were fogged to death, and everywhere 
Dy church anu state the torture of 
the helpless was practiced and upheld. 
Only afew years azo there were over 200 
offenses pusishbable with death in Englaada. 
inose who wished to reform this savage 
code were denounced as the enemies of mo- 
rality and law. They were regarded as weak 
and sentimental. At last the code was re- 
formed by men who had brain and heart. 
But is a significant fact that no bishop of the 
Episcopal Church sitting in the House of 
Lords ever voted for the repeal of one of 
those savage laws. Possibly this fact throws 
light on the recent poetic and Christian 
declaration by Bishop Potter tothe effect that 
‘*There are certain criminals who can only 
be made torealise through their hides the 
fact thatthe State has iawsto which they 
must be obedient.’ This remark has the 
true apostolic ring and isin accord with the 
intelligence and philanthropy of our time. 
Let us developthe Drain by educationr, the 
beart by Kindness. Let us remember that 
criminais are produced by conditions, and 
let us do what we can tochange the condi- 
tions and to reform the criminals.

Beatin, Oct. 1.— Herr von Kla erien- Wach · 
ter, Prussian Minister to Hamburg, and Herr 
Potsdort, editor of the Kledderadatech, have 
been condemned to four months’ imprison- 
ment ina fortress for fighting a duel, 

Auel was fought with pistols near Berlin on 
Abr 16. Five shots were rea and Hert 
Potsdorf was wounded in the arm. 

The cause of the encounter was an alleged 
libel upon Herr Von Kiderien, then chief of 
the Press Department of the Foreign 
Offies, which Herr Potsdort allowed 
to be published in the Kladderadatech,a comic 
paper which became notorious for its attacks 
upon certain employes of the Government. 

The duel rulmed the political prospects of 
Von Kidertes, as his action in this matter 
was only justified by a military clique, on the 
ground that the attacks of the Xladder- 
adatech could not be endured by a man of’ 
honor. Emperor Williagi, however, dia not 
take this view of the case, although Von 
Kiderien was for a long time one OF nis 
majesty’s friends. 

The XAiledderadatech alleged, dat never 
proved conclusively, that Herr Von Kiderlen 
and Herr Von Holstein fostered the II- feel 
ing between the Emperor and Prince Bis- 
marec. Von Kiderien, especially, is said to 
heave used his position as Chief of the Press 
Department of the Foreign Office to further 
hisown ends, evento the test ot trying 
to bully Chagcellér Von Caprivi, and it was 
reported atthe time that a person closely 
acquainted with the working of the Foreign 
Office became 60 disgusted with Von Kider - 
len’s dictatorship that he divulged ali he 
knew tothe proprietors of the Aiaddere 
datech. 

But the sensAtion recolled upon the news. 
paper mentioned, for when ite editors were 
asked to furnish proof of their accusations, 
theif informer, feafing to Compromise him. 
self, remained silent and err Potsdorf was 
made to suffer the consequences. 

Since the fall from power of Gen. Count 
Von Waldersee there has been no such col- 
lapse at that of Von Kiderien from the Em 
peror’s favor to the position to which he 
found himself after the duel—frowned upon 
by his imperial majesty and former friend, 

who soon after the news of the ehcounhter be- 

came public, allowed it to become cnown 
that the fallen favorite would have to suffer 
the full penalty for break lag the lans. This 
was admmted to de a fact April last, but 
the sentences were only announced to-day.

Judge Har- 
lan held there was such a thing as a legal 
strike. Judge Jenkins’ in junction was mod-

The opinion was rendered by Justice Har- 
lan and Judges Wood and Bunn. The bench 
was occupied by Justice Harlan and Jadges 
Wood, Buon, Jenkins and Grosscup.

Western Mations Realize That Japau’s 
Success Will Alter Conditions. 


WasHinoron, D. O., Oct. 1.—The rapidity 
with which Japan is moving in the war on 
China calls attention to the fact that there 
willsoon be a sharp struggle among the 
nations in the West forcommercial suprem- 
acy in the Orient. If Japan 1s victorious, 
conditions in the East will be changeti, ana 
the State Department here ‘is watching 
events with much interest. The authorities 


have stones ordering ships to China for the 
present. They are watching for ‘movements 
of other conntries, and if it is found that 
amy very unusual increases are being made 
in the several naval forces in those waters 
the probabilitiesare that this Government 
will follow suit by ordering the New York 
and probably one or two other big ships to 
the Asiatic station.
